I have the honour to inform you that a certain “Amat bin 
Joeso called at this Consulate General and applied for assistanse,. 
He stated to bave been born in Batavia, Tand jong Priok, 
Java, in 1902, his parents being natives of Menado, who died a 

long time ago. 

about 1932 he stated to have left Java on one of the stea- 
mers of the Java China Japan Line as a deckpassenger and went 
to Shanghai to look for work, his profession being that of a 
mechanic. According to his statement he stayed in Shanghai for 
about S$ years, during which time he 41a not succeed in finding 
‘work, : 

He is supposed to have lived in lodging houseg and accor 
aing to his statement he received occasionally money from 
friends here. 

At last he is said to have succeeded in leaving Shanghat 
as a stowaway for Hongkong where, after a stay of a few months 
he was arrested by the police as he was not in possession of a 
passport. 

He informed me that he visited the Netherlanis Consulate 
General in Hongkong and that the police; after having kept him 
in custody for about 4 months, sent him back to Shanghai. He 
Zs supposed to have stayed in Hongkong altogether ‘for about 
seven months and to have arrived in Shengheai about ene month age. 
According to hia statement he hes beeR MR possession of ea 
ort, issued at Batavia; which he lost-a long time ego.
